Legislature lature Cuts 
Build ing Program 


Sacramento State College's 
building program suffered a 
$152,050 cut from a legislative 
committee last week. 

The senate finance committee 
reduced the SSC budget by that 
amount as part of a wholesale 
budget trimming. Three other 
state colleges were clipped a 
total of $818,805. 

SSC will receive $3,549,080 for 
its building program instead of 
the requested $3,701,130. 

Los Angeles State College took 
the biggest cut, $446,800. The 
other colleges to lose at the meet- 
ing were San Diego State and 
Fresno State. 

The cuts were partially offset 
by budget increases amounting 
to $665,510 which the committée 
gronted to three other colleges 
including Los Angeles State Col- 
lege of Applied Arts and Scien- 
ces, Chico State College and San 
Francisco State e.

Secretary-treasurer must be an 
upper division student and have 
a grade point average of 2.25 

Men’s and Women’s represen- 
tative must also be an upper di- 
vision student with a 2.0 aver- 
age. 

To be eligible for the yell lead- 
er position a student has to have 
taken at Jeast 30 units and have 
a 2.0 average. 

Associated Students officers 
have expressed a desire to talk 
to any students interested in 
learning the responsibilities of 
holding an elective office. 


1000 Signup Goal 
Nears Completion 


The mass inoculation program 
for polio vaccine shots was 250 
nearer its goal of 1,000 signups 
today. 

This program must have 1,000 
signups by April 24 if the shots 
are to be given. 

Floyd Fennochio, chairman, 
urged students to sign up as soon 
as possible at the booth in front 
of the cafeteria. The signup pro- 
cedure is very simple, he said, 
If the student is over 21 he may 
just sign his name and pay his 
25 cents. If the student is under 
21, he must pick up a card at the 
booth and have his parent or 
guardian sign it. 

When the student signs up he 
will be assigned a 15 minute per- 
iod at some time on May 1 or 
later. He will be let out of class 
to keep this appointment, ihe 
chairman added. 

The inoculation program will 
be done in the student lounge jn- 
stead of the gymnasium as orig- 
inally planned.

Students May Take 
History Exam Soon 


Students may fulfill the state 
law requiring the passing of @ 
test in California history by ap- 
pearing April 13 from 9 a.m. to 
noon in 105 Douglass Hall, ace 
cording to Dr. Edward H. Howes, 
assistant professor of history. 

Three separate examinations 
will be given, Howes said, state 
and local government (including 
California), U.S. government, and 
U.S. history. 
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Quote Policy Outlined 


In recent weeks, some question has arisen concerning 
The Hornet's editorial policy on several issues. The most 
recent blast against the paper came Monday when Paul 
Plescia, Inter Club council’s delegate to the Student Council, 
accused the paper of “quoting out of context.” 

Specifically, Plescia referred to a series of statements, 
quoted in last week's issue of The Hornet, which made the 
ICC man look rather foolish. Plescia admits he said them, 


but questions the paper's right to print them. 

Plescia claimed that his statements (he said in effect 
that John Krier’s secretary should carry a shot gun to help 
her combat Student lounge gambling) were made in a 
facetious manner and that he really didn’t mean what he 
said at all. 

The Hornet realizes that many statements are made in 
Council meetings which obviously are not to be taken at 
face value. The paper does not believe it is necessary to 
publish such innocent by-play in all cases. However, the 
right of a newspaper to print what it chooses of the tran- 
script of a legislative body has been recognized since the 
drafting of the first amendment to the U.S. constitution. 

In Plescia’s strongly worded indictment of The Hornet 
at last week's Student Council meeting, he said “I wish to 
protest the abuse of quotes by irresponsible Hornet report- 
ers.” It should not be necessary to remind the ICC delegate 
that the “quotes” were made by him and that The Hornet 
reporter merely transferred them to the printed page. 
Plescia could have easily prevented their publication—all 
he had to do was not say them. 

Perhaps this points up a good rule for Council members 
to follow. “If you don’t want it to be in The Hornet—don’'t 
say it.” Such a rule would have two immediate beneficial 
effects. It would eliminate the chance of misrepresentation 
caused by questionable quotes, and it would-comb some of 
the verbal garbage out of Council debates. 

The Hornet certainly does not want to gag the free 

right of any member (even a non-voting one) to speak his 
mind on any issue. However, The Hornet reserves the right 
to quote any statement and to let the chips fall where they 
may. 
“All that the Council members are asked to do is think 
before they speak. For most members this should cause no 
great difficulty — and it might even improve the quality of 
Council discussions. 


Buildings Need Names 


Sacramento State College is in the midst of a gigantic 
building program. A new classroom building is nearing com- 
pletion behind the Education building, two more buildings 
are also under construction, Despite a $152,050 cut inflicted 
in the program last week by a state senate committee, it 
looks like the college will get $3,549,080 from the state for 
building purposes. In short, there are going to be a lot of 
new buildings on this campus in the next few years. 

«This fact should magnify the realization that buildings 
at SSC have no names. To be sure, they are designated, 
Education building, Music-Speech building, Student Serv- 
ices building, Physics building, etc., ete. But only one 
building on campus is named — Douglass Hall. 

Building names are a part of the tradition on most 
campuses. Although it may not be impossible, it seems that 
the ivy just won’t grow on an unnamed wall. If collegiate 
—— are to develop at SSC, the buildings should be 
named. 

When the Education building was completed two years 
ago, it was designated Q building for want of a better name. 
At least that moniker held out the possibility of an eventual 
name. However, the naming plans were scrapped this year 
and the building was given a functional label to go along 
with the rest of the campus. 

It may be a minor point, but a college is made up of 
minor points. SSC’s deserves named buildings, 
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“it’s nice of you pledges to take such an interest in the com- 
munity!"

In Student Council last Mon- 
day there was read into the offi- 
cia} record a blistering state- 
ment charging The Hornet with 
stringing together various quotes 
in such a way as to give readers 
a false impression of the actual 
happenings at council meetings. 

The entire incident stemmed 
from the article in last week's 
Hornet covering the Student 
Council meeting of that week. 
That article included a para- 
graph about the short discussion 
on how to eliminate gambling 
in the student lounge. One coun- 
cil member was quoted as recom- 
mending a shotgun as a possible 
deterrent, and another as sup- 
porting him with the admonition 
that some heads would have te 
be blown off. 

At the time these remarks 
were made they were obviously 
facetious and intended solely in 
jest. In its news article, how- 
ever, The Hornet simply quoted 
the remarks and left it to the 
reader to determine what their 
real intent was. It is not too 
much to assume that some of 
the more literal may-have con- 
strued them in such a way as to 
make the council meeting appear 
somewhat Judicrous or ridiculous. 

With the situation fresh in 
mind let us return to Monday's 
statement charging The Hornet 
with quoting out of context. It 
is obvious that this is anything 
but an unbiased statement of 
fact; it is shot through with 
emotional-toned words. The Hor- 
net reporters are called “irre- 
sponsible,” “lunkheads” and at 
a “grammar school level.” They 
are epitomized as “Mickey 
Mouse” reporters. The entire 
statement is clearly highly sub- 
jective, very personally indig- 
nant. 

We would be unwise to lose 
our perspective in the smoke of 
bombast. The question we should 
seek to answer is whether or not 
there is an element of truth in 
the compldint. 

I answer that there is — and 
for the following reason. The 
quote, by The Hornet, of what 
was at the time no more than 
an attempted off-the-cuff joke 
does not give the impression of 
jest. It merely parrots words 


and leaves their context and con- 
tent up to the readers judge- 
ment. The entire council], there- 
fore, (an especially the persons 
quoted) can easily appear to be 
playing the roles of dolts and 


It is true that The Hornet 
must publish news. News, on the 
other hand. is something more 
than the repitition of quotes 
which may tend to make one per- 
son ridiculous. 

An occasiona] jest on tongue- 
in-cheek remark lends to any 
meeting a valuable air of infor- 
mality. No one should have fear 
of being publically arrayed im the 
robes of a ghou! for such an in- 
nocent comment. 

In no way can it be interpreted 
as either the junction or philo- 
sophy of campus journalism to 
humiliate anyone publically for 
any innocuously joshing remark.

For a semester and a half now 
your Student Council reporter 
Jay Weldon, has mis-printed, mis- 
quoted, and at times seemingly 
faisified his coverage of the work- 
ings and intentions of the Student 
Council. Weldon has insisted on 
keeping his writings on a per- 
sonal basis rather than on the 
level of informing the student 
bedy on how issues are handled 
when brought before the council. 
Time and again the council has 
worked out and handled contro- 
versial issues with little or no 
trouble only to have their de- 
cisions printed by The Hornet in 
@ manner so as to be misinter- 
preted by the readers, or in siri- 
lar situations to be mis-quoted 
and have half the student body 
yelling for heads to roll, and at 
the same time they ask why the 
counci! members don’t get off 
the dime and work toward the 
wishes of the students. 

Jaybird’s coverage of last 
weeks council meeting was a 
classic example of falsifying the 
facts and intentions of the coun- 
cil members. John Krier stated 
that gambling was going on in 
the Student Lounge and that due 
to a law prohibiting gambling 
on state property, some steps 
should be taken to inform the 
students of the situation. Tom 
Willoughby then commented that 
something should be done now 
to avoid any incident later. Paul 
Plescia suggested that the lounge 
be policed, as agreed, Jack 
Brooks. President Willoughby 
then suggested that a poster be 
put in the lounge asking for the 
co-operation of the students in 
this matter. The issue passed 
over with no incident and it took 
less than five minutes to handle 
it. Why then did Weldon choose 
to write up the councils handling 
of this matter as a comedy rou- 
tine? Trying to be sensational or 
humerous at the expense of the 
student government shows lack 
of taste and persona! integrity. 
I am not making accusations un- 
fairly as last Thursday night I 
happened to be in The Hornet 
office when the papers were de- 
livered to the campus. There were 
some eight or nine peaple in the 
office at the time, one being Jay 
Weidon. Everyone started to read 
the paper and after a few min- 
utes Weldon laughed and re- 
marked how he had really made 
Willoughby and the rest of .the 
council look silly in his article 
on Student Leunge Gambling. 
Only the Monday before the coun- 
cil agreed to stop any open criti- 
cism of The Hornet during meet- 
ings: The proposal wag made in 
goud faith and Weldon twisted 
this to appear as an act of sub- 
mission by the council to The 
Hornet His articie was unethical 
and untrue as the intentions of 
the Student Council. This kind 
of journalism only makes the job 
of the council harder due to the 
opinion formed of the council 
members by the students after 
reading this type of “crud” 
printed by The Hornet last week.
